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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the argument that the finality of 
the rejection is premature, due to the clarifying statements in the rejection (which were requested by applicant), this argument is 
unpersuasive. The clarifying statements are directed towards what signals are inputs and outputs (i.e., the intended use) while the claims 
are directed towards an apparatus. The elements of the apparatus from Wolf as applied in the non-final rejection from 7/13/2005 and final 
rejection from 1 1/03/2005 are identical. Therefore, the rejection is identical. Furthermore, these clarifying statements were added due to 
applicant's misinterpretation of the Wolf reference (especially applicant's assertation that MAPP2 cannot be both an expected color signal 
and color error value in page 3 of remarks filed 8/8/2005). 

With respect to the arguments as to Wolf, the examiner reiterates the positions taken in the previous office action. It appears that the 
applicant is reading into the claims limitations from the specification (such as excluding MAPP2 from use as a color or measurement error 
signal). Additionally, the method of wolf is sufficient to eliminate some transient errors and meets the broadest interpretation of the claim 
preamble. Wolf also discloses the explicit steps, and is thus performing the method. 
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
